PIECE GOODS. 


MANCHESTER WEEKLY 
- MARKET REPORT. | 


Jamea'F, Hutton & Co., . Ltd, 
Manchester, report under «date 
August 10:— 


What has interested all. markets 
which operate in cotton goods and 
cotton yarns this week haa been the 
lasue of the first official report of 
this season's cotton crop, and this 
proved to be so much at variance 
with expectation that the New York 
market at ‘once gdvanced. the maxi- 
mum 200 points allowed In one day’s 
trading, and again 65 points yester- 
day. ‘The Indicated yield was 
18,492,000 bales, the loweat since 
the crop of 1929-24 and almost 
4,500,000 less than last year. It 
seems that the boll weevil menace 
is the outstanding feature in tho 
cotton situation, and the report 
says that the infestation is three 
times as heavy as a year ago and is 
the heaviest since 1923, We are 
also told that 
doubtless be greater than in the 
last. threg years. The wgather in 
the growing area during the next 
couple of months ‘may, however, 
make .a considerable difference in 
the outlook and should hot . wea- 
ther prevail as it did last year the 
boll weevil damage would be very 
much reduced.

PROFITS OF INDUSTRY. 


The “Economist” recently pub- 
lished its quarterly review of indus- 
trial profits which, like those of the 
first quarter, show a decrease, ow- 
ing to the strikes and stoppages of 
last ‘year, The net profita of 609 
companies which issued their re- 
ports during the quarter amounted 
to £64,102,000, or £3,636,000 less 
than {in the previous year, the de- 
aline being equal to 5.7 per cent. 
In the ‘first quarter 520 companies 
reported ‘a decrease of £2,189,000, 
or 4 percent. <A year ago the first 
quarter’s reports showed an «= in- 
crenso in profits’ of 7.6 "per cent, 
and the second quarter’s an in-, 
crease of 8.3 per cent, This 
crease for the first, half of this year 
is the first to be shown since the 
great depression. ar publish- 
ed in 1921, which would have cover- 
ed in the main the trading experi- 
ence of 1920 and of the first part of

of these olive-coloured members 
of the: carp tribe are seen or 
caught during the cold months of 
the year. In olden times the 


tench was held in high esteem, 


and is still to be found in great 
abundance in old moats and stew- 
ponds near ruined monasteries 
and abbeys, From this it may be 
assumed that the monks’ of old 
had a particular liking for Tinca 
vulgaris, Ancient angling writers 
had much to say about this fish 
with the big inky-black fins. It 
was believed that the tench “not 
only cured himself if he be 
wounded, but others also.’ From 
this popular belief that the tench 
was of medicinal value to other 
fish it was frequently referred to 
in old books as the “physician of 
the fishes.” The tench was. also 
considered to be one. of the pre- 
ventives of the plague, and a cure 
for jaundice. 

The tench is essentially a fish 
of the still waters, and his 
habitat is very slow-flowing 


streams which have a good depth 
and plenty of mud; also ponds; 


moats, lakes, and canals. Tench 
seem to thrive best in ponds 


-where.mud and weeds abound, 


Even in quite small ponds they 
will attain a weight of three to

Perhaps few singlers make a 
Speciality of angling for tench, as 
these fish take ‘a lot of catching. 
It must’ be confessed that tench 
fishing is apt to be disappointing, 
and days may go without the 
angler having his patience’ ‘re- 
warded; but there are other oc- 
casfons. when he happens to find 
them in the right humour, and 
then his take . worth 
seeing. Not. only “40; but 
dogg edly when 
hooked, and ‘fhe | angler’s skill 
and tackle are tested: ‘to the ut- 
most in keeping::. a-big specimen 
from reaching*the;sanctuary of 
tangled; weeds .usually ‘prevalent 
in stil! waters. ‘The best. times 
for tench fishing are during 
warm, sultry, and somewhat de- 
pressing weather, and on hot 
days when thundershowers are 
prevalent. Early morning is the 
most likely period of the day, and 
the angler should reach the water- 
side just after’ dawn, , At dusk, 
when it is almost too dark ‘to dis- 
cern .the float.‘at'some - fifteen 
yards distance, is‘also a -favour- 
able time, especially at the close 
of ‘a sultry July day, 


Weeds Difficulty. * 


‘Tench angling, although apt to 
be a somewhat slow sport, has a 
fascination of its own, It is cer- 
tainly an excuse for loitering in 
pleasant waterside places during 
summer time. On'an early July 
morning, when a: roay light of the 
rising sun is shedding a’ soft hue 
over the dark gréen foliage of the 
parkland: trees, it is pleasant to 
listen .to the kissing sound so 
characteristic of .tench feeding 
among the weeds, and to hear the 
calla of coots, water-hens, and 
wild duck moving among: the 
jungle of sedges and rushes fring- 
ing the pond. And:when a fish is 
hooked the sport is well worth 
waiting for. The first two or 
three rushes of a hooked tench 
are determined and powerful. 


‘ton fine tackle, 


There is no spirited dash about 
the struggle, but a steady, stub- 
born, boring towards the bottom, 
or heavy rushes this way and that 
in an‘effort to-gain the weeds. 

In hing = weedy.: waters a 
fairly long rod‘is necessary, on 
account of the reeds and weeds at 
the margin. Where there is a 
wide fringe of surface weed it is 
advisable to open out a channel 
between the open water and the 
bank, down which the angler may 
guide the hooked fish-—for it is 
impossible to lift a heavy tench; 
over the weeds. 
The reel-line for tench fishing 
should be of best .plaited silk, and 
the cast, of undrawn gut, which 
may be stained a pale green. A 
No. 7 “Crystal hook, with one 
split-ghot a “cock”, "the . float, 
‘{ completes the outfit. 

It is advisable for the angler 
to keep. .well screened behind 
Tushes or other suitable cover, 
and to cast out thé bait as lightly 
ag possible. Groundbait with a 
little boiled rice rolled into balls 
in which a few, small worms are 
inserted. This is cast in at the 
spot you intend to fish. . In a short 
time—if tench-are there and in- 
clined to feed—you will observe 
tiny bubbles rising to.. the sur-

THE KING'S: PRIZE. 
DOCPOR CARRIES OFF 


By the narrow, but by no means 
unexceptional, margin of one point 
Capt, C. H. Vernon, formerly Royal 
Army Medical Corps, now: In civil 
practice at Boscombe, at Bisley won 
the. King’s Prize of £250, the Gold 
Medal, ‘and the Gold Badge of the 
National Rifle Association, after a 
fine all-round performance by the 
hundred competitors who ‘reached 
the final. 

In spite of wretched’ weather 
throug out the meeting this year 
will go down as one of the most 
notable in the matter of high scor- 
ing, The weather was dull yeater- 
day, but there was no rain, and 
when the competitors assembled in 
the afternoon on the Sticklcdown 
range the general conditions for 
shooting were almost ideal.

The captain is a 
rapid firer, and had completed his 
score of 292 well before manv of 
the others,

his earlier figures with a trio of 
inners.
